Tomorrow Deadline For 
Army Christmas Gifts 


Though the volume of Christmas 
mail for the boys overseas has been 
below expectations in the past 
month, a real rush began early this 
week in anticipation of tomorrow’s 
deadline for Army mail, and the 
local postoffice is now handling a 
heavy yolume of remembrances. 


On Monday alone, 100 pieces of 
mail were handled, and the parcel 
post department has been extreme- 
ly busy all this week. The fact that 
the Servicemen’s Fund Association 
did their mailing of 1200 gifts for 
servicemen last week has enabled 
the postoffice to keep the mail 
moving out briskly during the past 
few days. The heaviest single ship- 
ment since then has been 100 gift 
packages sent by Tyer Rubber com- 
pany employees to their fellow- 
workers in service. 

After tomorrow, no guarantee 
can be given that packages will 
reach local goldiers overseas, that 
is, anyone whose mailing address 
contains an A. P. O. number, in 
time for Christmas. The deadline 
for any mail routed through a fleet 
postoffice, that is, mail addressed 
to Naval and Marine personnel 
overseas or at sea, is November 1.

One of Andover’s best-known and 
most respected citizens, Alfred Law- 
rence Ripley died after a long ill- 
ness yesterday morning at his home 
at 48 Central street. Mr. Ripley was 
chairman of the board and former 
president of the Merchants National 
Bank of Boston. He served as town 
moderator for about a decade, and 
took a keen interest in municipal 
affairs throughout his life. 


Phillips academy always found in 
him a loyal friend; he served as 
president of its board of trustees 
for 20 years, from 1909 to 1929, and 
was a member of the board for 41 
years, 1902-1943.

He also took an active interest 
in alumni activities at Yale, his 
alma mater, and was at one time 
a member of the Corporation of 
Yale university, serving on its pru- 
dential committee. 

In his youth he was a remarkably 
skilful golfer and tennis player. He 
helped introduce the then little- 
known game of golf in this country 
in the ’90’s, and at one time beat 
in match play Walter Travis, the

Registration for 
the books will begin October 25, a 
week from Monday; places and 
times will be announced next week. 

Householders should remember 
that, before coming for their books, 
they must make out an application 
including the names and various 
other data on each nember of their 
family; they must also bring a copy 
of Ration Book 3 for each member 
of their family with them, No Book 
4 will be given out unless the regis- 
trar is shown a copy of Book 3 for 
the person making application, Any- 
one not having that book for any 
reason is advised to get one at once 
at the rationing board office in the 
town hall. 


Mr. Erickson believes that the 
system of distribution which worked 
out so well in the past wili be fol- 
lowed here again. In such a system, 
schoolhouses in various parts of 
town wil be used as registering 
centers, the local public school 
teachers will distribute the books, 
and persons will make application 
on certain designated days accord- 
ing to the place in the alphabet of 
the initial letter of their last name. 

There is a possibility that the 
schools may have to be at least 
partly closed for the registration, 
but no decision has been reached 
as yet on the matter, No regular 
school holidays occur during the 
week of October 25.

Meat Charges Clarified 
By OPA Price Panel 


Gordon L. Colquhoun of the local 
War Price and Rationing Board has 
revealed that an increased number 
of complaints about hamburg indi- 
cates a general misunderstanding 
on the part of the public as to 
prices and points necessary for its 
purchase. He made clear the fol- 
lowing points regarding the mat- 
ter: 

1. If hamburg is pre-ground it 
should be sold for no more than 29 
cents in Group 1 and 2 stores, no 
more than 28 cents in Group 3 and 
4 stores. No more than seven points 
should be given for pre-ground 
hamburg. 

2. When hamburg is ground to 
order, the merchant may charge the 
specified price per pound for the 
cut of meat being ground, and the 
same policy holds for the points to 
be surrendered. The consumer has 
the right to observe the grinding of 
meat which is ground to order. 

Persons who have any questions 
on the matter, or who wish to re- 
port possible violations, should see 
the price panel clerk in OPA head- 
quarters in the town hall. She wil] 
refer the matter to the price panel 
itself, who will call the merchant 
in to explain his side of the story.

IN MEMORIAM 


One of the oldest and best-known 
residents of Andover, Mrs, B. Frank 
Smith, passed away on Oct. 7th 
after a long illness.

After her hus- 
band’s death in 1917, Mrs. Smith 
for many years spent the winters 
in Boston or Washington, but a 
wide circle of friends and relatives 
welcomed her back in early spring. 

Church affiliations were naturally 
those of her husband’s family, 
which was long identified with the 
West Parish and among its earliest 
supporters. When the November 
Club was formed in 1889, Ella 
Jenkins Smith was one of the char- 
ter members and rounded out a half 
century of loyal co-operation by at- 
tending — as its oldest member — 
the Club’s Birthday Luncheon in 
1939. A lively interest in Abbot 
Academy found expression in the 
establishment of a scholarship and 
in gifts to the Alumnae Building 
Fund.

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State Guard Fights 
Off Attack On Camp 


The Andover company of the 
State Guard spent last week end 
encamped at Camp Marning, Pomps 
Pond. The pioneer party was on the 
grounds early Saturday morning in 
preparation for the main body, 
which left the Playstead in a motor 
convoy that afternoon at 3:00. Fa- 
tigue duties ocupied most of Sat- 
urday afternoon, with retreat held 
at 5:00. Immediately after a bounti- 
ful supper, the first guard was post- 
ed. Both for the sake of training 
the newer men and for security 
reasons, a double guard was posted.

IN MEMORIAM 


One of the oldest and best-known 
residents of Andover, Mrs, B. Frank 
Smith, passed away on Oct. 7th 
after a long illness. Born Ella 
Jenkins, Jan. 22, 1854, daughter of 
William Stuart Jenkins and Re- 
becca (Farnham) Jenkins, she re- 
ceved her education in the local 
schools and at Abbot Academy, 
later studying art under Miss Mc- 
Keen. 

Her marriage in 1874 to B. Frank 
Smith, youngest son of Deacon 
Peter Smith, took her to the house 
at 65 Central street which was to 
be her home for nearly 70 years. 
Four children were born to them 
there — Peter, Stuart, Benjamin, 
Jr., and Susanne. After her hus- 
band’s death in 1917, Mrs. Smith 
for many years spent the winters 
in Boston or Washington, but a 
wide circle of friends and relatives 
welcomed her back in early spring. 

Church affiliations were naturally 
those of her husband’s family, 
which was long identified with the 
West Parish and among its earliest 
supporters. When the November 
Club was formed in 1889, Ella 
Jenkins Smith was one of the char- 
ter members and rounded out a half 
century of, loyal co-operation by at- 
tending — as its oldest member — 
the Club’s Birthday Luncheon in 
1939. A lively interest in Abbot 
Academy found expression in the 
establishment of a scholarship and 
in gifts to the Alumnae Building 
Fund.

SHOE SHOP—Street Floor 
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The War's Not Over Yet 


Americans do a lot of things they 
shouldn’t do in wartime; that is the 
weakness in having a free people 
of opposite wills. One of the things 
that Americans shouldn’t do, of 
course, is to view the course of the 
war with undue optimism, The cur- 
rent view in the popular mind is 
that Germany will be all done by 
next Spring, and that Japan will be 
easily taken care of just as quickly 
as troops can be moved out of Eu- 
rope into the Pacific area. 

The consequent tendency is to 
coast. An American working in an 
aircraft factory is liable to take a 
day off, for instance, on the prem- 
ise that the services are doing a 
swell job with the aircraft they 
have, so why bother making any 
more. Such behavior is about as 
sensible as leaving a football game 
at the half just because the favorite 
team happens to have a two touch- 
down lead. 


Speaking on the connection of 
civilian defense with the present 
complacency, J. Wells Farley, execu- 
tive director of the state committee 
on public safety, had a few words 
to say recently which are worth 
quoting in part, as follows: 


“Our personal reasons for taking 
on the tasks of civilian defense in 
1941 were many. The major rea- 
son, I think, was that we feared 
raids on our homes and factories 
by the German air force or other 
enemy violence. 

“Recently, some statements have 
been circulated to the effect that 
such dangers have now passed. The 
Nazi leaders, masters in the art of 
psychological warfare, could not 
have devised a more effective meth- 
od of undermining our civilian de- 
fense than such statements. They 
are likely to cause complacency 
towards our situation, and if such 
complacency spreads, it will imperil 
our whole organization. 

“The facts are that Germany can 
still bomb our eastern sea-coast 
cities. Sabotage is just as probable 
and might be more effective today 
in view of the present accumulation 
of supplies, than a year ago. 

“1. Maj. Gen. George V. Strong, 
Chief of Military Intelligence, 
stated officially in Washington re- 
cently that the German air strength 
is now larger than in 1939. He re- 
ported the Japanese air power 
growing in quality and numbers. 

“2. Maj Gen. Arnold, Chief of our 
Army Air Forces, has announced 
that we have planes which are able 
to cross and re-cross the Atlantic 
Ocean on a non-stop bombing mis- 
sion. Our enemies have comparable 
flying equipment. 

“3. All along our coast, military 
installations for defense against 
hostile aircraft are maintained at 
peak alertness and fully manned. 

“4..The President of the United 
States said just recently—‘Nothing 
can help our enemies more than for 
us to relax our efforts of all kinds 
in the prosecution of the war.’ 

“Headlines may scream the story 
of our successes in initial cam- 
paigns, but Lt. Gen. Joseph T. Me: 
Narney, Deputy Chief of Staff in 
Washington, has told more than 100 
newspaper correspondents that if 
we sit back and coast, we will be 
inviting disaster. 

“Let us remember that both ex- 
perience and reason show that the 
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greatest danger in this present war 
is a false sense of security. It is 
the unexpected that is to be ex- 
P nEE task we undertook in 1941 
is not finished. ; 

“Tt is our duty to the nation and 
to every man wearing the uniform 
of the armed services that we 
should continue to do our work 
well, at whatever inconvenience or 
sacrifice, until OUR job is done.”

seas should be stoutly packed in or- 
der to prevent its being damaged in 
transit. The postoffice is quite 
satisfied with the heavy cartons 
being sold in the stores, and re- 
minds local people mailing gifts to 
servicemen of the postal regula- 
tions concerning them. Such pack- 
ages should be not more than 15 
inches in length, nor more than 36 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined, and they must not weigh 
more than five pounds, The boxes 
should, of course, be tied up secure- 
ly. 

It is also pointed out that any 
form of mail going to-an addressee 
in the United States, or mail routed 
through a fleet postoffice, may be 


insured, Gifts for men receiving 
their mail through an overseas 
A. P. O., however, are not insur- 
able. 


The Servicemen’s Fund Associa- 
tion mailing was the largest single 
operation so far. The postoffice 
moved full equipment into the cen- 
tral school cafeteria so that the 
packages were weighed, insured, 
sorted and bagged as fast as they 
came off the “assembly line” there. 
During the one day’s operation, 175 
sacks of mail were so handled.
